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PROGRAMS  FOR  KINDERGARTEN  AND  LOWER  ELEMENTARY  STUDENTS 


Bookings  must  be  made  at  least  three  weeks  in  advance.  These  programs  are 
available  till  April  30,  1982. 

If  you  must  bring  more  than  one  class  to  fill  a bus,  please  consider  coming 

with  another  grade  doing  a different  program;  some  of  our  teaching  areas  are  too  small 

to  handle  more  than  30  children  at  one  time. 

Kindergarten 

Pre-grade  one  year;  20  students  preferred,  40  students  max;  1 hour 
Mon.,  Tues.  and  Fri.,  9:30,  10:30,  12:30,  1:30. 

These  programs  include  a presentation  of  artifacts  or  specimens  for  children 
to  handle.  Programs  deal  with  the  purpose  and  role  of  museums,  with  Indians, 
with  dinosaurs,  or  with  seasonal  changes  in  nature.  After  an  introduction  and 
presentation  of  artifacts  by  a museum  guide,  the  teacher  (and  parents)  will  take 
the  children  through  the  galleries.  For  this  reason,  the  programs  are  only 
available  to  those  teachers  who  have  attended  an  orientation  session  at  the  museum. 

"Fur  and  Feathers" 

Grades  1 & 2;  40  students  maximum;  11/4  hours 

Tues.  & Fri.,  9:30,  11:00,  1:15 

This  program  will  emphasize  families  and  parenting  among  birds  and  mammals. 

Children  will  have  opportunities  for  handling  related  materials  and  will 
view  and  discuss  specimens  both  in  a teaching  area  and  in  museum  galleries. 


"The  First  People" 

Grades  1-3;  1 class  maximum;  11/4  hours 

Wed.  & Thurs.,  9:30,  11:00,  1:15 

This  program  will  introduce  students  to  traditional  family  life  of  Alberta’s 
Plains  Indians.  The  presentation  will  include  a film,  an  opportunity  to  handle 
artifacts,  visits  to  relevant  areas  of  the  Habitat  and  Indian  Galleries,  and 
will  conclude  with  some  complementary  activities  for  the  children. 


"Snow,  Stone  and  Bone" 


Grade  3;  1 class  maximum  1 1 1/2  hours 

Mon.  & Thurs.  9:30,  11:00,  1:15 

This  program  will  introduce  children  to  the  traditional  tools  and  clothing  of 
the  Inuit . Students  will  view  a small  gallery  exhibit,  and  will  handle  a 
selection  of  artifacts,  as  well  as  using  some  audio-visual  materials.  Some  of 
the  resource  material  is  drawn  from  the  ACCESS  kit  "The  Inuit  Way"  and  this 
program  is  not  recommended  for  students  familiar  with  this  kit. 


"Discovering  Our  Dinosaurs" 

Grades  3-5;  1 class  maximum;  11/4  hours 

Scheduled  on  request. 

A look  at  how  dinosaur  fossils  give  us  clues  to  the  appearance  and  habits  of 
these  animals.  Careful  observation  and  discussion  of  gallery  exhibits  will 
be  supplemented  by  a chance  to  handle  fossil  material. 
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PROGRAMS  FOR  UPPER  ELEMENTARY  STUDENTS 


Bookings  must  be  made  at  least  three  weeks  in  advance.  These  programs  are 
available  till  April  30,  1982. 

"Discovering  Our  Dinosaurs" 

Grades  3-5;  1 class  maximum;  11/4  hours 

Scheduled  on  request. 

A look  at  how  dinosaur  fossils  give  us  clues  to  the  appearance  and  habits  of 
these  animals.  Careful  observation  and  discussion  of  gallery  exhibits  will 
be  supplemented  by  a chance  to  handle  fossil  material. 

"Adaptations  for  Survival: 


Grades  4-6;  1 class  maximum;  11/4  hours 

Wednesday  9:30,  11:00,  1:15;  other  days  by  request 

This  theme  will  be  discussed  in  detail  using  selected  mammals,  birds  and 
reptiles  to  introduce  the  concept.  Close  observation  of  mounted  specimens  and 
items  for  handling  are  important  parts  of  the  program.  Students  will  also 
study  examples  of  adaptation  in  the  Habitat  Gallery. 

"The  Circle  R" 

Grades  4 & 5 40  students  max.  , 1 1/4  hours 

Tuesday  & Wednesday  9:30,  11:00,  1:15 

This  "brand-name"  program  examines  the  natural  resources  that  led  to  early 
ranching  in  Alberta  and  the  growth  of  the  cowboy's  work  activities  into  the 
modern  sport  of  rodeo.  The  program  will  complement  Topic  A or  B of  the 
Grade  4 Social  Studies  curriculum. 

"Six  Days'  Work" 

Grades  4 (and  5)  60  students  maximum;  1 1/2  hours 

Monday  & Friday  9:30,  11:00,  1:15 

Designed  to  complement  the  Grade  4 Social  Studies  unit  on  our  human  resources, 
this  program  will  look  at  typical  patterns  of  work  and  leisure  during  Alberta's 
settlement  period.  Students  will  look  at  the  work  of  the  grain  farmer,  the 
housewife  and  the  storekeeper  or  tradesman.  Students  will  handle  related 
artifacts  and  visit  selected  gallery  exhibits. 

"Great  Heroes  of  the  World  Religions" 

Grades  4-6;  1 class  maximum;  11/4  hours 

Scheduled  on  request. 

This  program  introduces  major  world  religions  through  story-telling  and 
examination  of  religious  artifacts.  A discussion  of  exhibits  in  the 
Spiritual  Life-Sacred  Ritual  gallery  will  also  be  featured  as  part  of 
the  program. 
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PROGRAMS  FOR  SECONDARY  STUDENTS 


Bookings  must  be  made  at  least  three  weeks  in  advance.  These  programs  are 
available  till  April  30,  1982. 


"Geology" 

Grade  8;  30  students  maximum;  3 hours 

Wednesday  & Thursday  9:00  a.m. 

An  introduction  to  field  techniques  for  identifying  rocks  and  minerals  with  a 
chance  for  students  to  identify  samples  using  simple  tests.  Programs  include 
a gallery  visit  using  work  sheets  under  teacher  supervision.  Afternoon 
programs  on  minerals  only  may  be  arranged  on  request. 

"Steps  Along  the  Way:  Initiation  Rites  in  the  World  Religions" 

Grades  10  - 12;  25  students  maximum  11/4  hours 

'Scheduled  on  request. 

This  program  deals  with  rites  of  passage  which  are  associated  with  changes  of 
role  and  status  of  the  individual.  Western,  Asian  and  Native  Indian  traditions 
will  be  discussed  using  the  galleries  presenting  native  religion,  and  spiritual 
life. 


GENERAL  GALLERY  VISITS 

Guided  Gallery  Tours 

Guided  tours  are  offered  in  all  Museum  galleries  and  usually  include  films 
and  presentations  of  artifacts  to  handle  and  examine  closely.  We  recommend 
that  any  tour  deal  with  only  one  area  of  the  Museum.  Guided  tours  will  not 
deal  with  more  than  two  gallery  areas.  Teachers  are  invited  to  indicate 
points  they  would  like  to  have  emphasized.  When  booking  a gallery  tour, 
please  indicate  whether  a film  is  desired  and  whether  a tactile  presentation 
is  to  be  included.  Guide  staff  will  be  happy  to  choose  a film  related  to 
the  concepts  or  galleries  you  wish  to  underline.  Bookings  must  be  made  at 
least  THREE  weeks  in  advance. 

Self-Guided  Gallery  Visits 

Teachers  who  do  not  wish  a guided  tour  may  use  the  galleries  with  classes 
during  the  hours  the  Museum  is  open  to  the  public,  10:00  a.m.  to  9:00  p.m. 
Unguided  groups  will  not  be  admitted  before  the  Museum  opens.  Students 
must  be  supervised  while  using  the  galleries,  and  should  be  asked  to  be  as 
quiet  as  possible,  so  as  not  to  disturb  other  visitors.  Please  contact  the 
booking  office  when  planning  your  trip,  so  that  we  can  avoid  crowded  galleries 
as  much  as  possible. 
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PROGRAMS  AVAILABLE  FOR  IN-CLASS  PRESENTATION 


Bookings  must  be  made  at  least  three  weeks  in  advance.  These  programs  are  available 
in  Edmonton  and  vicinity  until  April  30,  1982,  and  are  scheduled  on  request. 

"Fossils  In  a Suitcase" 

Grades  4-8  1 class  maximum  40  minutes 

Based  on  materials  found  in  the  Red  Deer  River  Badlands,  this  presentation  intro- 
duces a wide  range  of  fossils,  from  plants  to  sharks’  teeth  to  dinosaurs.  Students 
will  discuss  what  fossils  are,  how  they  are  formed,  and  what  we  can  learn  by  looking 
at  them.  This  program  is  most  effective  when  used  as  part  of  a unit  on  fossils. 

"Auntie  Skinner’s  Chicken  Dinner" 

Grades  4 & 5 1 class  maximum  45  minutes 

Discussion  of  "Auntie  Skinner’s"  menu  will  introduce  students  to  everyday  life  on 
a self-sufficient  homestead  in  the  settlement  period.  Study  prints  and  the 
presentation  of  typical  utensils  will  re-create  the  setting  of  a typical  Sunday 
evening  meal.  (Sorry  - no  samples  for  tasting!)  The  program  may  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  other,  classroom  resources  such  as  the  "Settlement  of  the  West"  kit. 

"The  Fifth  Pillar  of  Islam:  Journey  to  Mecca" 

Grade  7 1 class  maximum  45  minutes 

This  program  complements  the  Grade  7 Social  Studies  unit  "What  Is  Culture"  by  using 
photographs  and  artifacts  to  introduce  the  role  of  religion  in  contemporary  Middle 
Eastern  society.  Focussing  on  the  pilgrimage,  which  is  a pillar  of  the  Islamic 
faith,  discussion  will  help  students  appreciate  the  meaning  of  this  seasonal  event 
and  the  way  its  historic  and  mythical  roots  contribute  to  the  unity  of  Islamic 
society.  This  presentation  can  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  discussion  of 
social  values  in  the  "Marooned"  kit,  and  is  best  suited  to  groups  which  are  at 
least  halfway  through  Topic  A. 

"Useful  and  Poisonous  Wild  Plants" 

Grades  7-12  1 class  maximum  45  minutes 

Using  a slide  set,  this  program  presents  some  of  the  edible  wild  plants  of 
Alberta,  many  of  which  were  used  by  the  native  people.  Teachers  requesting  this 
program  should  indicate  whether  they  wish  an  emphasis  on  plant  identification  for 
wilderness  survival,  or  an  emphasis  on  traditional  native  use  of  plants. 

"Pioneer  Foods" 

Grades  7-12  1 class  maximum  45  minutes 

This  program  discusses  menu  planning  and  food  preservation  at  a time  when  frozen, 
canned  and  convenience  foods  were  not  a part  of  everyday  life.  A film  presentation 
is  included.  The  program  can  be  adapted  to  fit  either  a social  studies  or  a home 
economics  unit . 

"History  of  Fashion" 

Grades  7-12  1 class  maximum  45  - 60  minutes 

A slide  presentation  of  fashion  through  several  centures  invites  consideration  of 
social  history.  Facsimile  garments  may  be  handled  and  tried  on.

Please  be  as  accurate  as  possible  with  this  information  and  advise  us  of 
any  change  in  plan  or  number  of  students  after  the  booking  has  been  made. 

Arrangements  for  all  guided  programs  in  the  Museum  will  be  confirmed  by 
letter  approximately  two  weeks  before  your  visit.  Please  report  any 
discrepancy  between  your  plans  and  our  letter  as  soon  as  possible. 

LUNCH  ARRANGEMENTS 

Limited  lunch  facilities  are  available. 

Groups  of  forty  or  less  bringing  bag  lunches  may  use  a small  lunchroom. 
If  you  plan  to  use  this  room,  please  make  appropriate  arrangements  when 
you  book  your  tour.  Please  note  that  no  food  or  beverages  are  sold  in 
this  area. 

School  groups  may  also  use  the  Museum’s  cafeteria.  If  you  plan  to  eat 
there,  please  contact  the  cafeteria  in  advance  at  455-5709.

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MUSEUM  HOURS 

The  Provincial  Museum  is  now  open  to  the  public  from  1Q:00  am  to  9:00  pm 
daily.  School  groups  will  be  admitted  for  guided  tours  before  10:00  am 
by  appointment  only.  UNGUIDED  OR  UNSCHEDULED  GROUPS  WILL  NOT  BE  ADMITTED 
UNTIL  10:00  AM.  Those  who  have  booked  tours  and  programs  starting  before 
10:00  am  should  ring  the  buzzer  located  at  the  main  public  entrance. 

WHEN  YOU  ARRIVE 

If  your  tour  or  program  starts  before  10:00  am,  please  ring  the  buzzer  to 
be  admitted. 

When  you  enter  the  Museum,  please  sign  your  class  in  at  the  information 
desk.  Students  may  hang  their  coats  in  the  cloakroom  by  the  Auditorium 
Foyer.  Bag  lunches  may  also  be  left  in  the  cloakroom,  preferably  in  one 
or  two  large  cardboard  cartons.  Public  washrooms  are  located  beside  the 
cloakroom.  If  you  have  requested  a guided  program,  your  guide (s)  will 
join  you  in  the  Foyer  or  beside  the  information  desk.  Those  making  an 
unguided  visit  may  proceed  directly  to  the  galleries. 

If  you  are  early  and  must  wait  for  your  guide(s),  you  may  be  asked  to 
remain  with  your  class  in  the  Auditorium  Foyer. 

In  the  case  of  late  arrival,  we  regret  that  groups  will  have  a shorter 
program,  concluding  at  the  time  originally  indicated.  This  is  necessary 
because  members  of  the  guide  staff  normally  have  other  commitments  to 
fulfill  after  your  tour  ends. 

During  the  tour  or  program  teachers  must  accompany  their  class,  and  are 
asked  to  assist  in  supervising  the  students’  behaviour.  We  suggest  that 
there  should  be  one  adult  per  12  students  to  assist  in  this  way,  since 
most  classes  are  broken  into  smaller  groups  during  their  visit.

HISTORY:  Alberta's  pioneer 
past  brought  to  life  through 
informative  displays  which  tell 
the  story  of  agriculture,  home 
life,  transportation,  our  ethno- 
cultural heritage  and  the  devel- 
opment of  towns. 


HABITAT  GROUPS:  Wildlife  of 
Alberta  re-created  in  their 
natural  setting,  so  perfectly 
you  can  almost  hear  them 
breathing. 


NATURAL  HISTORY:  Fascinating 
exhibits  of  fossils,  dinosaurs, 
geological  specimens,  Alberta's 
wildlife  and  nature  conservation. 


INDIAN  AND  FUR  TRADE:  A look  at 
the  culture  and  history  of  Alberta's 
native  people  and  the  impact  of 
European  fur  traders. 


MUSEUM  SERVICES  AND  FACILITIES 

THE  BOOKSHOP  carries  a wide  variety  of  publications  on  Western  Canada's 
natural  and  human  history  and  a comprehensive  collection  of  Alberta's 
local  histories.  Museum  publications,  including  books,  popular  leaflets, 
art  prints,  postcards,  and  slides  are  also  available.  Catalogues  may 
be  obtained  upon  request  and  orders  placed  by  mail.  It  is  open  daily, 
the  same  hours  as  the  Museum. 

CURATORIAL  STAFF  cover  two  areas.  Natural  History  curators  specialize 
in  botany,  geology,  mammology,  ornithology  and  paleontology.  Human  History 
curators  specialize  in  archaeology,  ethnology,  fine  and  decorative  arts, 
folk-life  and  history.  Enquiries  for  specific  information  in  these  fields 
are  answered  by  curators.  Offers  of  information,  artifacts,  and  specimens 
are  always  welcome. 

FEATURE  GALLERIES  contain  temporary  exhibitions  brought  from  museums  around 
the  world.  Guided  school  tours  are  generally  not  available  for  these 
exhibitions. 

PUBLIC  PROGRAMS  include  feature  films,  demonstrations  of  ethnic  and  historic 
crafts,  children's  programs,  special  events,  and  Cultural  Heritage  Perform- 
ances every  Sunday  by  members  of  Alberta's  ethno-cultural  groups.
